OF VIOLATIONS

New Orleans, September 4.—(#)— 
Clarenc® Greer Moore, who was ap- 
pointed to the New Orleans dock 
board by Governor Long and resign- 
ed shortly afterward, was charged to- 
day by District Attorney Eugene 
Stanley with violating the state elec-

Twelfth Juror Selected for 
Gastonia Murder 


Trial. 


Charlotte. N. C., September -4.— 
(P)—The almost Herculean task of se- 
lecting 12 jurors to try the Gastonia 
labor leaders and strikers for murder 
of a police chief was ended this aft- 
ernoon—nine days after Judge M. V, 
Barnhill convened court to try the 
case—and the prosecution attorneys 
asked for a recess until tomorrow to 
endble them to hold a last-minute 
conference. f 

Whén a tall, thin farmer, John 
Phillips, father of three children, was 
passed by the defense attorneys, the 
jury panel was completed and the 
prosecution immediately made their 
request for the adjournment. 

he selection of the jury had taken 
seven days, and more than 600 venire- 
men had been summoned in securing 
the 12 men to sit in judgment o® the 
16 who face murder charges in con- 
nection with the death @ O. F. Ader- 
holt, Gastonia police chief. 

The police chief was shot and fa- 
tally wounded on the night of June 7, 
as he and other officers entered the 
tent colony of the Loray textile mill 
strikers. 

The jury, which will hear the cases 
of 13 men accused of first degree mur- 
der, and three women accused of 
second degree murder, is composed of 
four farmers, two textile workers, a 
railroad clerk, a railroad mechanic, a 
carpenter, a grocer’s clerk, a_ steel 
worker and a newsdealer. Two of the 
men are members of unions, one of 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters, an 
American Federation of Labor union, 
and the other the Brotherhood of 
Railway Carmen.

They are Zeb Morris, Jr., Mat- 
thews, farmer; E. M. Stillwell, Mat- 
thews, farmer; John Phillips, Meck- 
lenburg county, farmer; 8.

Remove from our society today 
the lawyer, with the work that he 
does, and you will leave that society 
as dry snd shifting as the sands that 
sweep over Sahara.”

these contemptible medical swindles.

Friedrichshafen, Germany, Septem- 
ber 4.—(#)—The dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin reposed in its home hangar to- 
night after having set a new record 
of 20 days, 4 hours and 18 minutes 
for circling the world. This achieve- 
ment bettered by nearly a day the 
Zeppelin’s time in its round-the-world 
flight from Lakehurst to Lakehurst. 

Her officers and crew, idols of a 
tremendous German welcome, finally 
obtained much needed rest after a 
month of blazing nev; air trails with- 
out a single serious damage to their 
ship or injury to passengers. The 
22 passengers, including two women, 
who made the trip from Lakehurst, 
shared in the festivities to which this 
city, and in lesser measure, all Ger- 
many. gave itself up. 

Only Captain Hugo Eckener, the 
commander, who guided his «beloved 
ship around the world from Lake- 
hurst to Lakehurst before turning her 
over to his first assistant, Captain 
Ernst Lehmann, was missing.

Domestie crude oil production from 
January 1 to Angust 31 is estimated 
at 661,000,000 barrels, against 573,-

tion, . 

Realizing the amount of capital now 
tied up in this country in over-pro- 
duction of crude and refined oil, 
something between $2,000,000,000 and 
£3,000,000,000, holders of long oil 
shares today did considerable reading 
between the lines of the foregoing.

Informed Wall Street people point | 
out that the advance from <8 cents 
in the price of copper was caused by 
foreign buyers holding off in expecta- 
tion of lower prices from over pro- 
duction only to find that the copper 
market had again become stabilized 
with the available supply of refined 
metal limited. There is plenty of raw 
metal and there would be much more 
but for world-wide limited smelter ca- 
pacity.

Water shortages and forest fire 
hazards became more acute Wednes- 
day as the unseasonal heat wave | 
which has gripped most of the Whited | 
States and part of Canada, continued | 
in its fourth day. 
_ Temperatures whieh had remained | 
in the O7s along the Atlantic sen-. 
hoard and the middle west for the last | 
three days, advanced or clung to their | 
record-breaking marks in most of the | 
heat-infested sections. Relief in some | 
localities from rain or high pressure 
ureas was short-lived. 
The drought which accompanied the | 


rangers from Michigan across into! 
New England and south into Penn- | 
sylvania and Marviand. Hundreds of | 
forest fires were smouldering in dense- | 
ly wooded areas that needed only a 
stiff breeze to fan thém beyond con- | 
trol.. Rain was a erying need.

_ The forest fire situation in Michi- 
katt Was reported as critical and while 
rain was looked for to aid fighters in 
the upper peninsula, constant back- 
firing was being resorted to in the 
lower peninsula.

Bobby Jones’ defeat at the 
hands of young Johnny Good- 
man here this morning, over- 
shadowed even the most disas- 
trous first results in national 
amateur history. I had pre- 
dicted some startling upsets, 
but initial results here today left 
most of us in a daze. 

Bobby Jones could have but little 
trouble defeating Goodman today if 
the match had been scheduled for 36 
holes, but that also is golf. Some- 
times—golf as champjons play it— 
isn't even good enough to defeat golf 
as potential champions play it. 

OFF TO A BAD START. 

Lobby got away to a very bad start, 
losing the first three holes, and Good- 
man never let up. Goodman, by the 
way, is a former caddy, now working 
his way through the University of Ne- 
braska. Two years ago in Kansas 
City he hopped from comparative ob- 
scurity to overnight fame: by winning 
the trans-Mississippi championship, 
but he played the best golf of his ca- 
reer today. . 

Before I tell you more about Good- 
mat and Jones, I want to pay my pro- 
found respects to Chandler Egan, the 
grand old veteran from Portland, who 
defeated me this morning.

Elm lost to Chandler Egan, his third 
18-hole defeat in. the last three years. 

The spectre of these 18-hole matches 
has been haunting Bobby Jones for 


the last three years, and today turned 
out to be something mere substantial 
than a phantom. 

It turned out to be a king-killing 
dragon in the person of a former cad- 
die who is now a sophomore working 
his way through Omaha University at 
the age of 20. His name is Johnny 
Goodman, a thin, lean-cheeked, lean- 
legged boy from Omaha who dropped 
Bobby Jones from the national ama- 
teur championship in. the first round 
today by the narrow margin of 1 up. 
And this margin was even thinner 
than 1 up. It was a matter of split 
hairs, of half breaths in one of the 
most exciting golf matches ever play- 
ed. Knowing that young Goodman was 
a fine, game golfer, always danger- 
ous, I followed every stroke of this 
match and I don’t believe any one 
in the big gallery ever saw 18 holes 
crammed full of more excitement. 

They saw young Goodman, cool and 
collected, take the jump by winning 
the first three holes. He won the first 
two with pars and the third with a 
birdie 3. And then, just as Jones 
seemed to be sinking from sight, he 
eame forth with birdies on the fourth 
and sixth to cut this lead down to a 
single hole. As Jones came charging 
forward the gallery of 4,000 or 8.- 
000 spectators, swinging down the 
valley and covering the Pacific from 
view along the towering cliffs, seem- 
ed to take it for granted that Jones 
was now underway and the rest would 
be a canter. 

FIRST OMINOUS SIGN. 


But the first ominous sign came at 
the short seventh hole wheré Jones 
pitched about 12 or 14 feet from the 
cup. At this hole he went too badly for 
his 2, overran the cup and then miss- 
ed coming back to be 2 down again. 
Goodman then lost the eighth where he 
had a chance to win by placing his 
second in a trap and then failing to 
come out. The next big turn of ex- 
citement came at the eleventh hole. 
Jones was on the green in 2, 12 or 14 
feet away. Goodman, leading then by 
1 up, was barely on the edge, 45 feet 
away. The Omaha youngster then ram- 
med his long, winding putt into the 
cup. The roar that followed must have 
earried on to Honolulu. 

In the lull that followed Jones 
stepped up and dropped his putt of 
14 feet for another 3. Jones then won 
the 180-yard twelfth hole to square 
the match for the first time. Once 
again the gallery figured that it would 
be a Jones romp for the rest of the 
way. 

But just at this point there came 
two extremely interesting holes that 
were full of the psychology of golf. 
At the thirteenth Jones hit a great tee 
shot 260 yards/up the middle, Young 
Goodman barely cleared the traps and 
the rough. His second was sliced into 
a fairly deep bunker at the right 
of the green. Jones now had his 


chance to plant the knockout blow. | 


He had been three down. He had 
caught his man and he had a simple 
mashie pitch to “be 1 up and then 
breeze along. But his pitch was 
played with too much boldness. It 
was on the pin but it carried clear 
over the green to bury in a trap be- 
yond and when the final turn came 
Jones had to play a marvelous shot 
to get a half. 


WORTHY SHOT. 


This shot is worthy a more extend- 
ed description. Jones had putted for 
his 4 and the ball had stopped 10 
inches away from the cup. Goodman 
putted for his 4 and his ball stopped 
on the lip of the cup for a dead 
stymie. Jones now had to play a 10- 
inch pitch with almost no clearance. 
He was faced with a _ niblick flick 
where there was no margin for error. 
Yet from 10 inches away he popped 
his ball over Goodman's ball lying 
on the rig squarely into the cup. He 
had gotten a half where he should 
have had a simple win to take con- 
trol of the match. 

The long dog-legged 555-yard four- 
teenth was an even harder blow. In 
fact this was the hole that crowded 
the brilliant Georgian out of the cham- 
pionship and brought about his first 
defeat in a first-round match. Jones 
here struck off a long straight tee 
shot, opening up the hole, Goodman 
sliced into heavy rough off to the 
right, where he was stymied by a row 
of trees. Jones hit a wooden club 
second to within 40 vards of the 
green as Goodman, trying to play safe- 
ly, went too far to the left and found 
deep rough under another tree. There 
was no chance for Goodman to reach 
the green in 3 so he played his third 
shot to the right of a guarding bunk- 
er, well off the green. 

Once again Bobby had one of the 
vital holes of the match at his mercy. 
But his short niblick pitch failed to 
clear the deep trap in front of the 
green. He had cut it too finely. He 
had gone for a putt at the cup in 
place of playing safely over for his 
par five. This gave Goodman another 
life and he chipped up close enough 
to get his five and win where he 
looked to be on the losing side. The 
play of this hole around the green 
meant the difference of two holes, It 
was at this same hole that Jones got 
an eagle three the first time he 
played it. Today in a pinch it cost

Camp Perry, Ohio, September 
4.—Carrying a flintlock rifle 164 
years old, Captain John G. W. 


Dillin, of Media, Pa., arrived to- 
day for the national rifle and pis- 
tol matches. He announced that 
he would show the great throng 
of marksmen assembled here how 
our ancestors shot deer and In- 
dians. Archie Isaacs, the only 
Indian at Perry, has refused to 
pose as a target and there are 
no deer in the vicinity. However, 
the captain will have an oppor- 
tunity to try out his ancient gun 
against the swiftly moving tar- 
gets of the running deer range. 

Last November Captain Dillin 
shot a deer with his old rifle in 
the Canadian woods and today he 
produced a friend, Charles White, 
of Aylmer, Ont., as a witness. 
Captain Dillin is a connoisseur 
of old rifles. He has handled 
over 700 of them which have 
been sent to him by collectors 
from all parts of the country to 
be appraised and authenticated. 

KENTUCKY RIFLE. 

“The gun which 1 have brought 
with me,” said Captain Dillin to- 
day, “is of the type known as the 
Kentucky rifle. It was made in 
1765 and has been in use most 
of the time since that date. It 
is one of the finest specimens in 
the country, and is one of the 
few of these old models whose his- 
tory is well established. Letters 
and other papers which have heen 
preserved in Pennsylvania show 
that this very rifle was used by 
an early settler of Berks county 
to defend himself against a hos- 
tile Indian in 1770. The Indian 
was killed. The gun is in as good 
condition today as it was when 
it left the gunsmith’s hands 164 
years ago. 

“The old Kentucky rifles,” con- 
tinued Captain Dillin, “in spite 
of their name were manufactured 
in Pennsylvania. The best of 
them were turned out by gun- 
makers of Lancaster county, 
where one may still see the ruins 
of several old gun factories. So 
many of them were sold to the 
early settlers of Kentucky that 
they came to be known as Ken- 
tucky rifles. They are not smooth 
bores but are actually. rifled this 
work was beautifully done with 
the ecrudest kind of machinery 
and tools.” 


CASTS OWN BULLETS. 


As soon as Captain  Dillin 
reached Camp Perry he started to 
east bullets for his old gun. The 
weapon is a muzzle-loader and the 
charge is black powder poured 
into the barrel from a powder 
horn. The bullet is wrapped in 
a patch of cloth before it is ram- 
med home and this patch takes 
up the rifling giving it the whirl- 
ing motion which increases its 
accuracy as in the modern rifle. 

Captain Dillin himself traces 
his ancestry back to the _ time 
when the old Kentucky rifles 
were manufactured and to the 
section of the country where they 
were turned out. He comes of 
an old Pennsylvania family. Both 
of his great-grandfathers fought 
under Washington. Captain Dil- 
lin is the author of “The Ken- 
tucky Rifle.”

HOOVER AND HIS NAVAL 
ADS HOLD SESSION 


Washington, September 4.—/)— 
President Hoover and his naval ad- 
visors had another taste today of the 
“hard work” which Secretary Stimson 
said is a necessary prelude to a naval 
parity agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

The prosident was still hopeful 


that an understanding couid be reach- 
ed under which it, would be unneces- 
sary for the United States to ecun- 
struct the entire 15 cruisers called 
for in the present authorized program 
of the navy. 

Approaches which have so far been 
made to a determination of the level 
of tonnage at which equality can be 
obtained, have been based mainly, 
however, on the :ssumption that this 
nation would carry out its cruiser 
program. Chairman Hale of the sen- 
ate naval committee believes the 
United States ultimately will build 
the cruisers regardless of the nature 
of any agreement with Great Britain. 

Breakfast at the White House srh- 
ered in the day’s work for the 
diplomatic and naval officials handling 
the Washington end of the negoti- 
ations with the London government. 
Dominated by hopes for accord on 
basic principles, their meeting with 
the president lasted two hours. 

Attention is being centered on the 
significant points at issue. Few but 
important, these include: 

1. The number of cruisers which 
each country must have to cover its 
needs, but at the same time to give 
a status of parity between the two 
navies, and, 

2. The tonnage within which these 
ships are to be included, with an ef- 
fort being made to set the tonnage 
mark at such a point that substantial 
savings can be made in the naval ex- 
penditures of both countries, 

Another important question which 
remains to be settled is how the “yard- 
stick” theory can be applied to the 
navies of the two countries. This 
theory has been suggested as a form- 
ula whereby relative fighting strength 
could be determined with considera- 
tions of age. armor, gunpower and 
speed in addition to simple comperi- 
sons of tonnage. 

“The first two points, it was stated 
in well informed circles tonight, in- 
_volve questions of fhajor policy of 
‘each government and are _ points 
which require careful consideration by 
each before any plan can be agreed 
to. It is because of this fact that 
Washington officialdom is anxious 
that too much optimism over the 


status of the conversations be avoided. |

Caught Looting. 


September 4.—(United 


News .)—British troops have sur- 
rounded a_ well-organized band of 
Arabs near Semakh, ‘close to the fron- 
tier of Trans-Jordania, apparently de- 
termined to capture or drive back the 
entire band. 

Advices received here tonight said 
the troops movement to Semakh fol- 
lowed a serious elash between Arabs 
and troops at Meskha at the foot of 
Mount Tabor. 

The tribesmen had been attacking 
settlements and stealing cattle in the 
Meskha region. ‘Troops were sum- 
moned from Fule and deseended upon 
the Arabs as they were looting. There 
was severe fighting and the Arabs 
fled towards Hemakh, apparently 


Jerusalem, 


The soldiers followed them and sur- 
rounded the raiders near the frontier. 
It was assumed that the Arabs were 
some of those which recently have 
crossed the Trans-Jordania border to 
participate in the rioting between 
Arabs and’ Jews in Palestine. 

The northern region, especially in 
the vicinity of Tiberias was the most 
dangerous tonight in view of repor. 
that tribesmen there are organizing 
an offensive movement in retaliation 
for their defeat at Hitten, where i 
Arabs were killed. 


BODIES OF TYPHOON 
VICTIMS ARE FOUND 


coe tls. September 4.—t#)—The 

Philippine executive bureau announced 
today that the bodies of seven victims 
of the typhoon in southern Luzon had 
been found in Rizal province and that 
reports of a greater death toll were 
expected as soon as communications 
from the affected areas were restored. 

The typhoon apparently wrought 
heavy damage to crops both to the 
north and south of Manila. The 
provinces of Albay, Sorsogon, Cama- 
rines Sur and Camarines Nerte were 
hard hit 

One report estimated 
rines Sur lost SO perscent of its 
standing crops. The region of the 
Bicol river, which traverses the pro- 
vinee and which grows hemp, coconuts 
and rice, appeared to have sustained 
severe damage. 

The extent of losses to the north 
still were undetermined. 

Loss of life incidental to the sinking 
of the island steamship Mayon in 
Ragay guli was figured at six persons 
today. Offices of the Manila railroad, 
operators 0 of the ship, received a mes- 
sage saying 299 members of the crew 
had arrived at Pasacoa, accounting for 
31 of the 37 persons aboard.
